Secretary of War Davis, it has been 
learned, has laid before President Cool- 
idge a grave situation pertaining to the 
military preparedness of the United 
States and has urged immediate action 
by the executive. 

The President has been informed 
there is a deficiency of %516,000,000 
worth of arms, ammunition and equip- 
ment necessary to the maintenance in 
the field of two armies aggregating 
1,000,000 men from the beginning of a 
war until production could be made to 
meet requirements. 

Under existing conditions from five to 
eighteen months would elapse following 
| the beginning of a war before produc- 
tion of arms, ammunition and other 
equipment would satisfy requirements. 
In the case of some essential material 
the war might be over before it could 
be supplied in the amount required. 
Secretary Davis requests the Presi- 
dent to appoint a board of nine men 
who are leaders in public affairs to 
survey the problem and evolve a sys- 
temafic program for placing the land 
forces of the Nation in a state of pre- 
paredness for war. 

The Secretary of War also recom- 
mends the question of a separate budget 
of expenditure for preparedness for fu- 
ture war which shall be independent of 
the budget for maintenan¢ge of the 
existing Army and fér the payment for 
past wars. 


Draft Bill to be Asked. 


A further step is to be taken at an 
early date when the general staff sub- 
mits to Congress a selective service bill 
providing machinery far the draft 
which could be put into operation the 
moment war begins. President Coolidge 
now has under advisement. the recom- 
mendations of the Secretary of War and 
the suggested personnel of the war pre- 
paredness board. 

The Secretary’s recommendations were 
made following an exhaustive survey 
of the facilities of production of muni- 
tions made under the direction of As- 
sistant Secretary of War MacNider. Col. 
MacNider reported that ammunition on 
hand would last 1,000,000 men in action 
about one hour. The national defense 
act provides for six field armies in time 
of war. The mobilization plans for 
these six armies just have been com- 
pleted under the direction of Maj. Gen. 
Summerall, chief of staff. 

For only two of these field armies, 
however, has Congress contemplated 
the maintenance of a reserve supply of 
arms, ammunition and other equip- 
ment sufficient to supply the forces 
until production could catch up with 
requirements. If that reserve were an 
accomplished fact the material com- 
posing it would be valued at $1,230,- 
000,000. But Congress has not ap-

bers of the House declare it wil not get 
their votes. Prominent in this mood 1s 
Chairman Butler, of the House. naval 
affairs committee. 

There have been some rumblings of 
opposition to the number of vessels 
called for in the program, but generally 
Congress seems to be in a mood to 
adopt an ambitious program. But as 
recommended by the Navy Secretary. 
the big Navy men say it provides for 
nothing more than a paper Navy. News 
reports from abroad, it is pointed out, 
have reflected the view of foreign coun- 


tries, particularly Great Britain, that 
the program is designed to be nothing 
more than a threat. 

But members of Congress, who have 
closely followed the President's recent 
utterances on an adequate navy, con- 
sider it highly unlikely that he has a 
threat in mind. It is accepted that the 
plan as submitted by Secretary Wilbur 
had the President’s approval and it is 
also considered probable that it is the 
President’s desire that no time limit for 
building be set and that the Presi- 
dent be empowered to suspend build- 
ing if he sees fit. That Mr. Coolidge 
wants this authority or has any in- 
tention of calling another naval] dis- 
armament conference, in which con- 
tingency suspension of the bullding 
program might seem advisable, how- 
ever, is looked upon as absurd. 

He would hardly undertake another 
parley of the powers next year, it is 
pointed out, because the political cam- 
paigns will generally subordinate every 
other national or international ques- 
tion.

The turkey pices this year are about 
je Same as they were last year. The 
t birds then sold for 60 cents a 
und, while hens sold for 55 cents, and 
e@ very heavy birds sold for 50 cents.

The breaks will most assuredly go 
toward a drop. 

Nevertheless there is one great dif- 
ference between the Christmas turkey 
last year and the Christmas turkey this 
year. That difference is in the price 
of the cranberries, witho»t which he 
is incomplete. Cranberries are 20 and 
25 cents a pound this year, whereas 
last year they were 15 cents: The 
reason is scarcity. 


Thanksgiving Price Stands. 


Despite all this, there is not much 
difference between the Christmas tur- 
key and the Thanksgiving turkey of 
this year, prices being about the same. 

Geese are slightly less this year at 
40 and 45 cents; ducks and chickens are 
about the same, prices ranging around 
40 cents. Small roasting pige weighing 
from 12 to 20 pounds, remain at $5 and 
$6 as last year. 

Fruit cake, of best quality, at 60 and 
70 cents a pound, is about tho same. 

There is an abundance of Christmas 
trees this year. Prices are about the 
same, Northern trees selling for $2 up 
and local trees at $1 up. But there 
may be a drop because of the supply. 

Mistletoe is scarce, but it is selling 
at 25 and 50 cents a bunch, as usual. 
Mistletoe has been rather scarce for 
the last two years. It is difficult to 
gather it. 


Falling Off in Nut Crop. 


In the nut line, pecans are the same, 
but they are smaller and harder to 
crack. The trees didn’t produce as 
well this year—had an “off year.” 
Walnuts are slightly higher. Filberts 
and almonds are about the same. 
Brazil nuts are slightly higher. 
Oranges are much higher, selling eas 
high as 80 cents a dozen this year, 
whereas last year they sold at 40 and 
60 cents. Tangerines follow oranges. 
Grape fruit is the same. Apples are 
a little higher. But it is almost “Yes, 
We Have No Bananas” this year, for 
dealers say they never saw bananas as 
scarce. Seldom have they been so high, 
50 and 60 cents a dozen being the price. 

In the more prosaic lines, potatoes 
are not quite so high; sweet potatoes 
are Slightly higher. Celery is less Peas

A red flare shot into the evening éky, 
a fanfare of bugles and a symphony of 
ringing church bells and chimes will 
announce to the city the lighting of 
the National Community Christmas 
Tree in Sherman Square by President 
Coolidge Christmas Eve.

_Flier’s Mother at Brownsville, 
After Two Stops Made 
in Texas. 


COLONEL GIVEN HIGH 
TITLES BY BOY SCOUTS 


American ts Guest of the 
Communications Depart- 
-ment at Lunch. 


Brownsville, Tex., Dec. 21 (A.P.).— 
Mrs. Evangeline L. L. Lindbergh ar- 
rived here by air at 5:02- o’clock this 
afternoon and prepared to cross the 
international border tomorrow in her 
flight to Mexico City to pass Christ- 
mas with her famous son, Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh. 

The big trimotored monoplane, carry- 
ing Mrs. Lindbergh as a passenger, 
covered approximately 715 miles after 
taking off from Tulsa, Okla., this 
morning. It was the third day in the 
air for the mother of the “lone eagle” 
since she left Detroit. 

In entering the land which is feting 


her son for his nonstop flight from 
Washington to the Mexican capital and 
his conquest of the Atlantic Ocean, 
Mrs. Lindbergh will fly down the gulf 
coast to Tampico, the route taken by 
Col. Lindbergh. From Tampico the 
Mexican capital is a flight of several 
hours inland. 


Two Stops Made. 


With her arrival at this border town, 
Mrs. Lindbergh had completed approxi- 
mately three-fourths of her: journey. 
Two stops were made today on the 
flight from Tulsa, where the plane 
took off at 7:45 a. m. Forty-six min- 
utes were spent at Dallas and about 
an hour at San Antonio. Fuel was 
taken abdard at each stop. 

At San Antonio Mrs. Lindbergh land- 
ed at Kelly Field, where her son learned 
to fiy as a cadet in the Army ,Ajr Serv- 
ice. She was greeted by Maj. Gen. Ernest 
Hinds, commander of the Eighth Corps 
Area, and had luncheon at the Aviation 
Club,.at which Lindberg received his 
wings in 1925. 

The hop of approximately 225. miles 
from Tulsa to Dallas was made in 2 
hours and 22 minutes; 2 hours and 42 
minutés was: required for the 250-mile 
fiight to San Antonio, and the last lap 
of about 240 miles was accomplished in 
2 hours and 22 minutes. 

The distance from Brownsville to 
Tampico is approximately 250 miles. 
The airline from the Mexican port to 
the capital is about 230 miles. 


Boy Scouts Honor Colonel. 


Mexico City, Dec. 21 (A.P.).—Mexi- 
can Boy Scouts, adopting Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh as their ideal of youth 
and manhood, have conferred upon 
*him their three highest decorations— 
Knight of the Order of the Lion, 
Knight of the Order of the Eagle and 
Knight of the Order of the Tiger. 

The little ceremony at the American 
Embassy, in which these honors were 
_ bestowed, greatly pleased Lindbergh to 
whom the development of aviation and 
the improvement of young. manhood 

are very dear objects. 

' With all the many things that he 
- has to keep in mind, the uppermost 
thought with Col, Lindbergh is the air 
journey which his mother is making 
to pass Christmas with him. Mrs, 
Lindbergh will probably reach Mexico 
City tomorrow afternoon, and her son 
will go forth in a plane to meet her, 
and guide her safely to Valbuena field, 
and thence escort her to the American 
Embassy, where she will be the guest 
of Ambassador and Mrs. Dwight W. 
Morrow. 

- Another evidence that America’s air

Then; if weather is unfavorable, 
the plane will head for Atlantic City 
or Washington, D. C., seeking the best 
available conditions. 


Fliers’ “Live”: Bombs 
Fail to Strike Bridge 


Albemarle, N. C., Dec. 21 (A.P.).— 
High explosive bombings of the bridge 
over the Pedee River began in earnest

BUILDING COST $500,000 


Marion, Ohio, Dec. 21 (A.P.).—Brief 
services at noon today completed en- 
tombment rites for the late President 
Harding and his wife, whose. bodies 
were moved yesterday from their tem- 
porary tomb in the Marion Cemetery 
to the $500,000 Harding Memorial here.’ 

Only a few members of the family 
and close friends attended. Dedication 
of the memorial is tentatively set for 
next June, when President Coolidge is 
to deliver the dedicatorial address. 

More than 1,000,000 persons are esti- 
mated to have visited the Harding tomb 
and home since the President died sud- 
denly August 2, 1923, in San Francisco. 

The Harding Memorial Association, 
organized to erect a fitting memorial 
to the late President, came into being 
shortly after his death. Approximately 
$800,000 was raised throughout the Na- 
tion for this memorial, of which $500,- 
000 has gone into its construction. The 
remainder is being used for landscaping 
and for an endowment. 

All during the time the bodies of the 
late President. anc. Mrs. Harding were 
at the temporary tomb a detachment 
from the Tenth Infantry guarded it. 
It is estimated the cost of the guard 
has been nearly $135,000.

The charge that witnesses in the 
contempt trial of Harry F. Sinclair and 
five other respondents had been in- 
timidated, which caused a court sensa- 


tion on Tuesday, was not disposed of 
yesterday Instead, it was enlarged by 
the genera] actton of all the counsel 
for the various respondents joining in 
the accusation as to Juror Kidwell, 
made by George P. Hoover, «f counsel] 
for Sinclair, and the notification by 
Charles A. Douglas, of counsel for the 
Burns respondents, that he wished to 
introduce testimony to show that many 
of the Burns operatives subpenaed in 
the case had also been subject to in- 
timidation and coercive measures on 
the part of the district attorney’s of- 
fice. 

Indications last night, therefore, 
were that the present investigation, 
which the court ruled was entirely dis- 
tinct and separate from the main con- 
tempt case, would continue for sev- 
eral days, postponing further decision 
in the latter case, which has already 
occupied almost three court weeks. 

Such testimony as was presented 
yesterday, through the examination of 
Edward J Kidwell, jr., by Assistant 
District Attorney James J. O’Leary 
failed to shake the previous assertion 
of the witness that statements which 
were not true had been included in 
two of the affidavits which he swore 
to and signed. 


Repudiates Identification. 


Kidwell stated specifically and re- 
peatedly that he had not told Mr. 
O’Leary or any one else that he could 
identify positively or otherwise either 
Operative O’Reilly as the man who had 
talked to him near the courthouse, nor 
Operative Stewart as the man who had 
engaged him in conversation on a 
bench in the grounds of the National 
Museum. Statements to that effect 
were included in the affidavits as re- 
leased by the district: attorney’s office 
Tuesday and placed in evidence today, 
but it was Kidwell’s contention that 
the disputed portions of the affidavits 
were not his language, but that of Mr. 
O’Leary. Kidwell did testify that he 
had acknowledged that the statements 
were true to the best of his belief when 
he swore to and signed them before a 
notary public. : 

A new line of attack against the of- 
fice of the district attorney was opened 
during the day when Judge. Daniel 
Thew Wright, of counsel for Henry 
Mason Day, asked the court to ascer- 
tain the whereabouts of Edward J. 
Kidwell, sr., father of the witness, and 
Mrs. Mary P. Kidwell, his mother. 
Judge Wright informed the court that 
although they had been present earlier 
in the day they were not then, and 
said he wished to know whether they 
were being “detained” in the district 
attorney’ office. 


Inguiry Will Be Pressed. 


Mr. O’Leary said that he had in- 
formed Kidwell’s parents that he 
would not need them immediately, 
that they might leave the courtroom, 
but should remain in the vicinity of 
the court. 

It remained to be determined last 
night, in fact, to what extent the 
separate investigation of the intimida- 
tion of witnesses would be carried. 
Justice Siddons indicated very ‘plainly 
during the day, when he was asked 
by the Government if he wished 
further testimony from it as to the 
charges respecting Juror Kidwell, that 
he expected the matter to be continued 
until the Government had presented 
all of its facts, and testimony had 
been given by such witnesses as Mr. 
Hoover might care to call to sustain 
the latter’s charges. 

Just at adjournment, however, Jus- 
tice Siddons suggested for the con- 
sideration of the attorneys in the case 
that it might be possible to separate 
some of the issues so that the hearing 
of the contempt issue would not be 
postponed for too long a time. In 
connection with this suggestion the 
court intimated that, where the intimi- 
dation dealt with witnesses who had 
already testified, the issue might be 
separated from the present case. 


Seek Action on Charges. . 


Attorneys for the responderits are 
expected to oppose a severance of the 
issues when court meets today because 
of their belief that the accusations 
growing out of the present trial can 
be better considered at the present 
time than at a future date. 

The examination of Kidwell by Mr. 
O’Leary, which had not been concluded 
when court adjourned, carried him 
through the period from December 8 
to the end of last week. He was.in- 
terrogated minutely as to the circum. 
stances under which he made the affi- 
davits and statements which the Gov- 
ernment obtained from him during 
that time. He was asked on many 
occasions and in many ways as to 
what he may have sair in regard to 
his ability to identify Operatives 
O’Reilly and Stewart, but refused as 
often to acknowledge that he had ever 
dcne so. P 

The witness in reply to most of the 
questions of this character stated that 
he had told Mr. O'Leary that he was 
not sure who the men were and that 
unless he was sure he was not going 
to say so. The nearest statement to 
an admission that the witness made 
in this connection was when he was 
asked if he would deny that he said 
he thought Stewart was one of the men

The question whether Rear Admiral 
Thomas P. Magruder has proven his 
Charges of overorganization and waste 
in naval .dministration developed yes- 
terday to be a tinderbox at a naval 
committee hearing. 

In the admiral’s presence several 
committee members engaged in a short 
but heated airing of thei personal 
opinions on what he had told them. 

Magruder, who was deposed as com- 
mander of the Philadelphia Navy Yard 
after publishing his accusations, had 
Offered to leave the room, but the mem- 
bers did not wait for that and the sea 
fighter, who was cited for bravery in 
the Spanish-American War, had to sit 
still and listen without being able to 
fire a verbal gun in his own defense. 

Acting Chairman Britten, of Illinois, 
Started the warfare by declaring that 
Magruder in five days had not given the 
committee a constructive suggestion. 

“I do not agree with, that,” inter- 
rupted Representative McClintic (Dem- 
Ocrat), Oklahoma. “You and only one 
or two other miembers have had. a 
chance to question him.” 

Representative Andrew ( Republican), 
Massachusetts, agreed with McClintic. 
declaring he did not think Britten’s 
statement should go out in the press. 

Representative. Vinson, of Georgia, 
senior Democratic member, who many 
times has been the committee pacifier, 
smoothed over the situation by de- 
manding that the discussion of Ma- 
gruder’s charges be postponed to an 
executive session behind closed doors. 

Magruder yesterday, among other 
things, argued that the number of ad- 
mirals should be reduced from 57 to 
45 and insisted that the Navy should 
stop using old ships that would be of 
no value in war. He and Vinson also 
engaged in a long discussion over abol- 
ishing naval hospitals.

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IMPEACHMENT VOTE, 
JSQUING INJUNCTIONS 


One Forbids Meetings by the 
Self-Convened House in 
Oklahoma. 


DRAWING OF ANY PAY 
PREVENTED BY OTHER 


Legislators Silent; No Plans 
for Violating Orders 
Are Apparent.

Oklahoma City, Okla., Dec. 21 (A.P.), 
Twe new court orders tonight lent as- 
sistance to the efforts of Gov. Henry 
S Johnston to send members of the 
legislature besieging his administration 
back to their homes for Christmas. 

Apparently convinced that the self- 
called impeachment session will make 
no efforts in the immediate future to 
meet at the capitol, Adjt. Gen. Bar- 
rett tonight had withdrawn the 
last of three units of National Guards- 
men called out ten days ago to prevent 
the house of representatives from 
meeting in its chamber and receiving 
impeachment charges. 

Both court orders throwing further 
impediments in the path of the im- 
peachment session were injunctions. 
A permanent injunction issued by Dis- 
trict Judge T. G. Chamber bars the 
house members from 
function further as a legally convened 
group, from continuing their investiga- 
tion of State officers, from preparing 
any more impeachment charges and 
from filing new charges with the “pre- 
tended court of impeachment.” The 
second injunction, a temporary order 
issued by District Judge Sam Hooker, 
forbids members to draw pay for their 
activities in the session. 


No Violation Attempted. 


Insurgent house leaders today showed 
no disposition to violate the injunc- 
tion, although they had ignored the 
temporary order issued By Judge Cham- 
bers when they voted and filed im- 
peachment charges against Gov. John- 
ston, Chief Justice Fred P. Bransen of 
the State Supreme Court, and Harry B 
Cordell, president of the State Board 
of Agriculture. 

The house leaders were silent as to 
their future plans. E. P. Hill, speaker 
of the house, said no announcement 
would be made for the present. H. 
Tom Kight, chairman of the house in- 
vestigating committee, had said previ- 
ously there was a possibility that the 
self-constituted sehate court would be 
asked to take over the District Court 
injunction cases on writs of certiorari. 


Enforcement Ordered. 


Where responsibility for the enforce- 
ment of the court orders would be 
placed had not been definitely re- 
vealed tonight. In issuing the perma- 
nent injunction which was applied for 
by Gov. Johnston, Judge Chambers 
took the governor’s attorney to task 
for not attempting to enforce the tem- 
porary order intjmating that the final 
writ would-be withdrawn if it was not 
enforced. 

Sheriff Ben Dancy, upon whom the 
duty of enfdrcement falls under the 
law, said he felt there was nothing be- 
fore him and that he considered tak- 
ing no action unless the initiative was 
taken by the governor or his attorneys. 
He denied a report that he had en- 
gaged extra aeputies to enforce the 
court orders, asserting he believed his 
present force adequate. 

Gov. Johnston would not say what 
action he would take to enforce the 
injunction merely commenting that he 
intended to “do his duty.” 

In the meantime some members of 
the house were en route for their 
homes to remain at least until after 
Christmas. The senate is scheduled to 
reconvene December 28. 


Peru-Colombia Pact 
Over Boundary Voted 


Lima, Peru, Dec. 21 (AP.).—A 
boundary treaty between Peru and Co- 
lombia, drawn in 1922, has been ap- 
proved by the house of representatives, 
102 votes to 7. 

Bogota, Colombia, Dec. 21 (A.P.).— 
News of the approval of the Peruvian- 
Colombian boundary treaty by the Pe- 
ruvian congress, without modifications, 
caused great rejoicing here. 


The treaty, signed in Lima in March, 
1922, was not immediately ratified be- 
cause of objections raised by Brazil.

PULLMAN VALUATION 
PUT AT S110 208,705 


|. C. C. Announces Tentative 
Figures for Company as 
of June 30, 1919. 


PROTEST IS EXPECTED 


(Associated Press.) 

A tentative valuation of the Pullman 
Co. as of June 30, 1919, was fixed by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
yesterday at $110,238,786. 

The company, which operates most 
of the railroad sleeping cars in the 
United States, had a capitalization on 
the valuation date of $117,105,960, and 
its own book investment was $144,522,- 
062. 
Opportunity will be given the com- 
pany to protest the figure announced 
by the commission, and after the pro- 
test has been considered the commis- 
sion will announce its final valuation. 

By far the largest proportion of the 
Pullman Co.’s investments were found 
by the commission to be in its sleep- 
ing cars. The 4,864 standard sleepers 
owned by the company were said to be 
worth, less depreciation, $68,518,841 on 
the valuation date. The figure for 
1,587 tourist sleepers was $8,145,105, 
and its parlor cars were valued at $10,- 
856,934. It owned and operated 32 pri- 
vate cars on the valuation date whose 
#otal value was $546,501. A 

Another large item was the line 
equipment, which included 2,229,161 
sheets and 2,631,646 towels. 

The entire railroad holdings of the 
company amounted to only 29 miles 
of track in its plant and yards, which 
were included under. shops and ma- 
chinery and offices, having a total 
value, less depreciation, of $4,602,949. 


WINTER WHEAT SOWN 
LARGEST SINCE 1922 


47,897,000 Acres Are Report- 
ed Under Cultivation, 10.2 
Per Cent Over 1927. 


(Associated Press.) 


Winter wheat was sown this fall on 
the largest acreage since 1922, but the 
area was well below the large acreage 
Planted in 1918 just before the close 
of the war. The Department of Agri- 
culture, in its first report on the 1928 
winter wheat area today, placed sow- 
ings at 47,897,000 acres, an increase of 
10.2 per cent over that sown a year 
ago. 
The greatest increase over last year’s 
plantings occurred from Ohio west to 
Minnesota and Missouri, where wet 
weather last fall prevented the plant- 
ing of the usual acreage. The condition 
of the crop on December 1 was 86 per 
cent of normal, which is more than 4 
points better than a year ago and 2 
points better than the ten-year average. 

No estimate was made of probable 
production owing to the uncertainty as 
to what percentage of the acreage will 
be abandoned because of winter killing 
and for other reasons. 

The long-continued growing weather 
for winter wheat, the Department said, 
carries with it the danger of Hessian 
fly damage, some of which already has 
been reported in Michigan, Kansas and 
Oklahoma, and in other States fear has 
been expressed that the mild weather 
has favored fly propagation. 


Navy Lets Contract 
For 20 Model Planes 


The Navy has made a contract with 
the Loening Aeronautical Engineering 
Corporation, New York, for twenty 
model airplanes and spare parts at a 
cost of $503,003. They will be equipped 
with 420 horsepower air-cooled motors 
and will be of amphibian type. Engines 
will be produced b- the Pratt & Whit- 
ney Motor Corporaticn, Hartford, Conn. 

They can climb to an altitude of 
13,000 feet and can take off the. water 
within twelve seconds. Their most dis- 
tinctive characteristic is the manifold 
uses to which they may be put.

Saved From Foreign Legion, 
He Returns to Enjoy 
Crab Gumbo.

ew York, Dec. 21—Bennett J. Doty, 
bound out of adventure and desert 
sands toward Biloxi, Miss., and the 
soft Gulf breezes which blow over the 
family front porch, paused today in 
New York and told. reporters how it 
was. 

Drawling, slow, unimpressed, he 
talked of the Foreign Legion, from 
which he walked away one boring hot 
day in Syria, of fighting and capture 
and prison sentence, of the sands of 
Algeria and of the Bedouins, who fight 
more savagely than the Druses. 

He talked casually of the events in 
his life, which were not so long ago 
an international issue, as the Govern- 
ment used its influence to get him 
off an eight-year prison sentence which 
he was working out in Oran. He talked 
for the first time at length of those 
events and others and announced that 
he didn’t want to be a reporter because 
the life was, from what he had ob- 
served, insufficiently dedicated to sleep. 


Dreams of Crab Gumbo. 


What he added to the story of his 
adventures as told in cabled dispatches 
was the flesh to cover a skeleton; and 
as he talked of Syria he thought of 
the crab gumbo that Solomon, his 
father’s cook, is going to fix up for 
him when he gets back to Biloxi. He 
met his father and mother at the dock 
and heard the former comment that 
“He looks mighty thin.” 

He wanted to know if it was really 
true that his brother, that hard-boiled 
kid, had fallen for a girl. 

Thirty-five reporters dragged him 
back to the past. He announced imme- 
diately that he had not at any time 
been sentenced to be shot and that— 
yes, he had the croix de guerre. But 
that capital sentence which was re- 
ported to have been imposed after his 
desertion—“That’s all applesauce,” re- 
marked Doty. “In fact, according to 
the stories, I was waiting to be shot 
before we even were tried. We raised 
the point that no enemy was around 
and we were not under fire when we 
walked out.” 


Enlisted in U. S. Army. 


He showed .reporters the red cap of 
the Foreign Legion and remarked: 
“There’s a lot of girls on this boat.” 

He told of having enlisted in the 
American Army three days after war 
was declared and when h~* was 17 years 
old. He was a buck private and stayed 
a buck private. “We knocked around 
all over France.” He was discharged 
in 1919 or 1920, he couldn’t remember 
which. 

“Well,” he said, “the idea of the For- 
eign Legion broke out all of a sudden. 
I worker. my way over on a Shipping 
Board boat, and wher I got there I 
jumped the baby. I went around seeing 
the world. Then I walked into the 
office at Bordeaux to enlist. I don’t 
know why, myself. 

“IT had some wild idea about being 
&@ newspaper man. But after seeing 
them I guess they have to work too 
hard—day and night. They don’t get 
enough sleep. I like to sleep. You 
fellows never sleep. I don’t want to 
work day and night both. 

“Well, I enlisted under the name of 
Gilbert Clare, taking another name the 
same as everybody does in the Foreign 
Legion. .And they couldn’t pronounce 
my own name, and I couldn’t speak 
French at all.” 

He went to Algeria. Somebody in- 
terrupted with a question about the 
book, “Beau Geste.” He had read it. 
He liked it—“Oh, all right.”

cago architects, call for a poem-inspir- 
ing park between the Capitol and 
Union Station. 

These plans have been approved by 
the National Capital Park and Plan- 
hing Commission and the Fine Arts 
Commission, whose members agree that 
the park would be ‘in complete har- 
mony with the proposed plans for the 
general beautification of the National 
Capital. 

A feature of the park would be a 
handsome boulevard, 150 feet wide, 
starting from the Columbus statue in 
front of Union Station and extending, 
in a southwesterly direction, to Penn- 
sylvania avenue. 

The original plans provided that this 
boulevard should enter into First street 
and connect with Peace Monument. 
But the new plans provide for the 
boulevard entering Pennsylvania avenue 
at Second street. 

This is the principal difference be- 
tween the old plan and the new plan. 
If the boulevard enters into First 
street, Mr. Lynn pointed out, it will 
cut off a slice of the Capitol grounds, 
whereas, if it extends to Second street, 
the grounds will remain intact, and 
the general landscape effect will be 
much more beautiful. It is to carry 
out this latter plan that it is now pro- 
posed to acquire additional land.

* It is understood that Secretary Kellogg yes- 
terday discussed with the Senate committee on 
reign affairs the outlines of a proposed treaty 
with France. The arbitration convention 
signed by Secretary Root and Ambassador Jus- 
Berand in 1908 has been continued in force in 
five-year. periods, and will terminate on Febru- 
ary 27, 1928, unless,extended. The ‘‘Treaty for 
the Advancement of Peace,” signed by Secre- 
tary Bryan and Ambassador Jusserand in 1914, 
remains in force. The Root-Jusserand treaty 
provides for reference to the Permanent Court 
of Arbitration at The Hague all differences of 
& legal nature or relating to the interpretation 
of treaties, which may not have been possible 
to settle by diplomacy. The Bryan-Jusserand 
treaty provides that all disputes not setfled by 
diplomacy or arbitration shall be reported 
upon by a special commission roxy cy resort to 
any act of force. 

* Last spring Foreign Minister Briand sug- 
gested that the United States and France 
should agree to outlaw war.as between them- 
selves. In one form or another this suggestion 
has been supported by Americans interested in 
promoting world peace. President Coolidge 
bas made it clear that he favors making agree- 
ments that will help to prevent war, but he 
doubts that a treaty can take away from Con-, 
gress the power to declare war. Hence a ques-

TAXES AT THE CAPITAL, 


“The residents of Washington, of course, 
should bear and are bearing a fair tax burden, 


but the Capital is peculiarly a national prob- 
lem. The people of the Nation regard it as 
their responsibility,” remarked Senator Jones, 
of Washington, to members of the Washington 
Chamber of Commerce. The Government, in 
his opinion, can not assume its just share if 
it continues the lump sum method of making 
appropriations. Congress should go back to 
the definite proportion basis, as provided for 
in exiSting law. 

Washington, because it is the Capital City, 
can be compared to no other municipality in 
the country. The streets are broader than 
elsewhere, there are a greater number of parks 
and pieces of tax-exempt property in the Capi- 
tal because Washington is the seat of National 
Government, Congress, in establishing the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, deprived the city of the busi- 
ness and manufacturing activities that are to 
be found in other cities where they produce 
large revenues. The Capital should not be 
penalized for being the seat of Government. 
Its citizens must not be forced to bear an ex- 
cessive tax burden because of the fact that 
the development of the city has been circum- 
scribed by circumstances, 

Sentiment in favor of resumption of the 
proportional method ot making appropriations 
is growing satisfactorily. The public and the 
citizens and civic associations are united in 
pushing for reform, and Congressional senti- 
ment has undergone a change. The battle will 
not be won, however, until a satisfactory ap- 
propriations measure has been passed. There 
must be no let-down in the crusade to obtain 
a just and equitable system of taxation for 
the National Capital. 


COLLEGE RECORDS BROKEN. 


For seventeen years the Boston Transcript 
has been conducting an annual survey of col- 
lege enrollments throughout the country. The 
report for 1927, just made public, proves that 
despite more difficult entrance requirements 
and the adoption of various schemes for limit- 
ing the number of students admitted, more 
young men and young women are being edu- 
oated today than ever before. The census was 
taken in 90 colleges and universities repre- 
senting every type of educational effort. This 
year there are registered in the 90 institutions 
297,000 full time students as compared. with 
283,000 at a corresponding period last year. 
This represents a gain of 4.82 per cent. 

The belief has existed for upwards of a dec- 
ade that the United States has: been granting 
higher education to a too great proportion of 
its population.. Various schemes have been de- 
vised to limit college registrations. Intelli- 
gence tests, rigid preparatory requirements; 
various types of entrance examinations and 
character references have heen utilized to 
measure the right of a prospective student to 
admission. Nevertheless, each year, during 
the past seventeen, college enrollments have 
shown increases, 

There is little reason to worry over the great 
and growing number of young men and young 
women who desire college -training. The 
country has prospered during the years in 
which inereasing numbers of graduates were 
being turned out into the world. There has 
been little or no evidence that the graduates 
themselves have not been benefited by their 
college experience. Maybe,: critics notwith- 
standing, the insatiable appetite of American 
youth for higher education is the most sig- 
nificant and healthy sign that could be exhib- 
ited in connection with the future development 


of the country.

GIVE US STAMPS THAT STICK. 


The monthly news bulletin of the Bureau of 


Standards is just out for December. The 
bulletin is loaded with interesting accounts 
of the manner in which commerce has respond- 
ed to the bureau’s efforts to standardize pro- 
duction and to eliminate waste in industry. 
Concérns in all lines of business have come 
to realize that the steady increase in indus- 
trial efficiency makes possible the continuance 
of high wages, which in turn furnishes the 
‘‘chief assurance of sustained high purchasing 
power for the mass of the people.” 

The Department of Commerce has accom- 
plished wonders in the way of educating indus- 
try in the elimination of waste, and in the 
standardization of machinery and specifica- 
tions. The bulletin points out that ‘‘close ad- 
herence to standard construction weights and 
widths whenever possible in buying textiles 
makes for lower prices, wider sources of supply 
and quicker deliveries.’”” Those words ‘‘close 
adherence, to standard” sound good. Why not 
apply the rule to Sees made and sold by Uncle 
Sam? 

The Post has called the attention of the 
Bureau of Efficiency, which in a measure is re- 
sponsible for the postage stamp production of 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, to the 
lack of the quality of “close adherence” in the

INDUSTRIAL PEACE | IN. BRITAIN. 


Joint conference for the discussion of industrial 

peace, The council of the Trade Union Con- 
gress, not entirely convinced of the sincerity of 
the employers’ motive, accepted the invitation. 
with the. time-honored British safeguarding 
phrase, “without prejudice,” but showed, nev- 
ertheless, that business was meant by appoint- 
ing a committee to consider the subjects to be 
brought before the projected conference. 

With some of the employers, in view of their 
historic attitude toward organized labor, it 
must have gone hard to agree to the admis- 
sions made in their name by the Federation of 
British Industries and the council of the Na- 
tional Confederation of Employers, but they 
are now and henceforward irrevocably com- 
mitted to the principle that industrial pros- 
perity is attainable only by a full and frank 
determination to increase the competitive pow- 
ers of British industry in world markets, and 
to its inevitable corollary of a corresponding 
improvement in the standard of living. 

That a high rate of production, with high 
wages and reasonable hours of work, is at the 
base of industrial prosperity has long been 
freely admitted in theory and given effect to in 
practice in this country, and the present at- 
titude of British capital and labor may be 
regarded as being largely the result of the re- 
ports of the various observers who came re- 
cently from England, Scotland and Wales to 
note the industrial processes and methods in 
vogue in the United States. 

The British conference will probably be held 
in February next, and its decision, whatever 
it may be, can scarcely fail to be both mo- 
méntous and memorable. 


ERUPTIONS AND EARTHQUAKES, 

Dr. Akitune Imamura, the leading seismol- 
ogist of the Far East, who is regarded by some 
scientists as the best authority in the world, 
has predicted a violent and possibly disastrous 
eruption of the volcano Vesuvius before long. 
Since the explosion of the crater in 1906, he 
points out, lava has been creeping slowly up- 
ward toward the rim until now it has reached 
the 1905 level. This is dangerous, Dr. Ima- 
mura says, and although he qualifies his fore- 
cast with the phrase, ‘‘We can not always be 
right in predicting the eccentricities of na- 
ture,” he warns the dwellers om the slopes of 
Vesuvius to beware. ' 

They, of course, will pay no attention to the 
warning. They never have. After every 
eruption, before the smoking lava has become 
cool, these peasants have swarmed back over 
the mountain side, digging out their homes 
and rebuilding on the same site whenever pos- 
sible. During the years, one would think that 
they would learn to dread the smoking crater. 
Home ties, however, are stronger than fear. 

Dr. Imamura claims that the day is not 
far distant when science will be able to pre- 
dict with certainty the coming of a seismic dis- 
turbance. Before any large quake occurs, a 
noticeable strain of the earth crust is likely 
to take place. This was observed in the vi- 
cinity of the Tajima earthquake of 1925. If 
those who dwell in regions subject to quakes 
could have warnings and would heed them, 
many lives might be saved; but if they are like 
the peasants who dwell on the sides of Vesu- 
vius, the warnings would do little good. 


KEEP OUT OF THE MALI. 


The District Commissioners, replying to a 
letter from the Treasury Department in regard 
to surrender of the land upon which the farm- 
ers’ market is located, characterize the mat- 
ter as now resting solely in the hands of Con- 
gress. The Commissioners’ recommendations 
have been made, they said, and pending action 
by Congress nothing further can be done in 
the matter. 

In one respect it is fortunate that the ques- 
tion has been brought to a focal point. The 
Treasury letter made the demand that the en- 
tire plot be surrendered immediately, instead 
of the portion first demanded.. With the 
Treasury clamoring for land so that its build- 


ing. operations can. be continued without in- 


terruption, additional leverage is placed be- 
hind Congress which should hasten its con- 
sideration and disposition of the matter. 

It would be most unfortunate, however, 
were Congress to adopt the Commissioners’ 
suggestion that the market be located tem- 
porarily in the Mall. Washington and the Na- 
tion demand that that parkway be no further 
desecrated. The lessons learned during the 
war—that temporary structures once located 
on public property are most difficult subse- 
quently to remove—are deeply imbedded in 
the public mind. A market, with the litter it 
invariably brings, does not properly belong in 
a public park. 

There seems to be little reason why the mar- 
ket should be temporarily located. The plea 
that commission houses and produce, markets 
must be located in close proximity is well 
made... Which, however, is horse and which is 
cart? Why would it not follow that once the 
market were established, commission houses 
would be attracted to it? Let the market be 
placed on a permanent site. Merchants will 
attend to their own interests. 

The proposal to remove the market twice is 
uneconomic and unwise. The $55,000 involved 
in the temporary removal can be used to good 
advantage in other ways.

Loans on Securities Increased 
by $796,000,000; Less on 
Commercial Credit. 


ACCEPTANCE MARKET 
ALSO REFLECTS GAINS 


Gold Exports Are Noted as 
$130,000,000 During Last 
Three Months of Year. 


(Associated Press.) 


The American world of finance was 
more active during the last year in 
transaction of securities than in com- 
mercial business, the Federal Reserye 
Board reported yesterday in a review 
of 1927 covering operating of the Fed- 
eral reserve system. . 

While commercial credit decreased 
by 230,000,000 loans on securities in- 
creased by %796,000,000, reflecting the 
increased use of credit by the security 
markets. 

“This decline in commercial loans,’ 
the board said, “reflects the somewhat 
smaller volume of production and trade 
in 1927, compared with 1926 and the 
lower level of prices at which business 
has been transacted. 


Bank Credit Growing.. 


“During recent weeks banking de- 
velopments have been characteriged by 
a continued growth in the outstanding, 
volume of bank credit. Commercisl 
loans have been declining slightly since 
the middle of October, when they 
reached #$21,500,000,000 in November 
and was larger than in any previous 
month. Since November of last year 
this amount has increased by 7.4 per 
cent, compared with an increase of 
about 2.2 per cent in the year ending 
in November, 1926, and 5.5 per cent a 
year earlier. 

“Thus the growth in the volume of 
member bank credit in leading cities 
has been larger during the past year 
than in either of the two preceding 
years, though not as large as in the year 
ending November, 1924, when it was 
12.4 per cent. 

“The rapid growth of member bank 
credit this year has not been due to 
an increase in so-called ‘all other loans,’ 
which comprise loans for commercial, 
agricultural and industrial purposes, as 
well as real estate loans. That loans 
extended to trade and industry had 
actually declined during the year is 
indicated by figures of loans and in- 
vestments for all:member banks, which 
have recently become available for June 
30, 1926 and 1927. 


30, 1927, member banks of the Federal 
Reserve system showed a large increase 
in investments and in loans on securi- 
ties and an increase .of $276,000,000 in 
real estate loans. 

“That the increase in loans on securl+ 
ties has reflected largely the increased 
use of credit by the security markets 
is indicated by the fact that loans to 
brokers and dealers in securities placed 
by the weekly reporting member banks 
in New York City increased by $826,- 
000.000 during the year ending in No- 
vember 

Acceptance Market Larger. 


“Another part of the open market 
which has reflected the growth of avail- 
able short-time funds in New York has 
been the acceptance mark-t. Accord- 
ing to the latest figures collected by 
the “acceptance council, the total of 
outstanding acceptances in November 
of this year is about $1,000,000,000,000, 
a larger figure than at any previous 
time. The large volume of acceptances 
outstanding in this country has been 
the result in part of lower rates on 
bankers’ bills in the New York market. 
compared with the London market, and 
the consequent increased proportion of 
this country’s exports which was 
financed by dollar acceptances rather 
than by sterling acceptances. 


National Savings Large. 


“The abundance of funds available 
for investment in private enterprises 
which has characterized the past year, 
has been due chiefly to the large vol- 
ume of national savings, but has been 
augmented by the retirement of the 
public debt, which has had the effect 
of placing funds collected through tax- 
ation into the investment market. 

“During the past three months the 
movement ot gold has been reversed | t 
and partly through exports and partly 
through earmarking for foreign ac- 
counts there has been a considerable 
decrease in the country’s monetary gold. 


‘| This loss of gold and the increased re- 


serve requirements of member banks 
have been the principle influence caus- 
ing the increasd demand for reserve- 
bank credit. The country’s stock of 
monetary gold decreased by over $130;- 
000.000 during the last three months 
and on the Ist of December was lower 
than at any time for,more than a year.”

London, England, Dec. 21 (A.P.).— 
Lady Margaret Elizabeth Gaunt ob- 
tained a divorce today from Admiral 
Sir Guy Reginald Arthur Gaunt. The 
grounds were misconduct with Lady 
Margery Barbara Cruise. The case was 
not defended. | 

Admiral Gaunt was British Naval 
Attache at Washington during the war. 

New York, Dec. 21 (A.P).—The Eve- 
ning Post says that Admiral Sir Guy 
Reginald Arthur Gaunt, whose wife 


today was granted a divorce by the 
London courts, is widely known in this 
country through his war-time activi- 
ties here. 

During the war he was Capt. Gaunt, 
British. Naval Attache at New York. 
and later at Washington. His has been 
@ spectacular life since he ran away 
from his| home in Australia at the age 
of 10, eventually to become an im- 
portant diplomatic figure and a power- 
ful Tory member of Parliament. Had 
he not forsaken public Hfe in 1925, his 
friends believe, he might even have 
become premier oi England. 

His disappearance, in 1925, was not 
solved until a year later when he was 
discovered in Victoria, British Colum- 
bia, in company with Lady Margery 
Cruise, wife of the surgeon oculist to 
the king. They had first eloped to 
China and then to Canada. 

In 1926 Sir Richard Cruise obtained 
a divorce from Lady Margery, who, the 
paper says, is believed to be some- 
where in the South Seas on Sir Guy’s 
yacht. Friends said Gaunt had an- 
nounced an intention to spend the rest 
of his life circling the globe.

upon it almost to the exclusion of 
everything else. 

If conditions unfavorable to a con- 
ference exist next year, it is pointed out 
the President would most certainly not 
call one for the few months he will be 
in office in 1929. Such a conference 
could hardly be expected to get under 
way and be completed before March 4. 
and it would not be expected that Mr. 
Coolidge would leave anything of this 
importance over to his successor. 

Therefore, every factor seems to war- 
rant the assumption that there will be 
no more disarmament conferences in- 
sofar as President Coolidge is concerned. 

There has been no White House dis- 
cussion of the time limit or the sus- 
pension clause, so it is but a matter of 
conjecture as to just what the Presi- 
dent did have in mind in either sug- 
gesting these two features or approv- 
ing them after they had been initiated 
in. other quarters. It is well known, 
though, that he has studiously tried to 
dissipate any thought in the public 
mind that this country contemplated 
any naval race with any other country. 
He does not want its naval building 
plan linked in any way with the failure 
of the Geneva conference. 

Thus it may have been, it is pointed 
out, that he thought it best for this 
reason that no definite time in which 
the program should be carried out 
should be stipulated and also that the 
program contain a clause leaving it to 
the discretion of the President as to 
when and if the building should be 
halted. 

The program is the largest but one, 
it is explained, that has ever been con- 
sidered by Congress. Naturally, it will 
be opposed by the small navy people, 
as well as by the pacifists. The two 
controversial features may well have 
been designed to deal with the view of 
these groups, it is pointed out. 

This being true, it may well be that 
there will now be no serious objection 
from the White House to the setting 
of a time limit and the elimination of 
the suspension. clause. Especially 
might this be true, in view of the fact 
that the program, constituted as it is, 
has been taken as a threat or a ges- 
ture in other countries. 

In this connection if is recalled that 
Secretary Wilbur said that the Navy 
would build the vessels just as fast as 
Congress appropriated for them and 
that the Navy has in mind, in fact, a 
five-year program which would lap 
over a nine-year period for its comple- 
tion. That being the case he probably 
would not object to the original bill 
authorizing. the program _ specifying 
that this be done. 

It is expected that there will be 
some effort on the part of the big navy 
™Men to get appropriations for addi- 
tional building at this session, but it is 
known that the. administration will 
take a firm stand against this. 
are appropriations for work on eight 
cruisers in the pending budget and the 
President has made known that he 
does not look with favor on any apr 
propriations. for vessels not already 
authorized.

THE ANSWER. 


South (Dealer), with three suits 
stopped and an Ace and a Queen better 
than average, should bid one No 
Trump. 

North, with a Major two-suilter, can 
be thoroughly assured that it will be 
better to play the hand at the Major 
suit which fits the South hand than at 
No Trump. North therefore bids two 
Spades, the stronger of his two five- 
card Majors; if the Spade and Heart 
strength been reversed, North 
would have bid the Hearts first. 


South having only two Spades—but 
one of them the Queen—has a close 
passing and a No 
Trump rebid. If he surely had the 
Clubs stopped twice, there would be 
no question—the two No Trumps would 
be -much sounder; but with only one 
sure stopper in Clubs, the case is some- 


what doubtful. However, South is so 


Strong in both Hearts and Diamonds 
and needs so little in Clubs from North 
to stop the suit twice (a Jack for in- 
stance), that two No Trumps seemed to 
be advisable. South having only two 
Spades, it may be that one of the ad- 
versaries will turn up with four and 
that the No Trump will work better 
than the Spade. 


North then should bid three Hearts. 
His Hearts are not strong; but he has 
five and his partner, by bidding and 
rebidding the No Trump, has twice 
shown strength in Hearts. With North’s 
Hearts, it is a practical certainty that 
Hearts will work better than No Trump 
for the combined hands. 

North’s Hearts fits South’s hand anda, 
with. the Clubs stopped only once, 
South should pass; it would be foolish 
or him to go back to No Trumps.

billiard crown when he defeated the 

champion, Welker Cochran, in a 1,500- 
point title match, 1,500 to 1,304. 

Although he won the title, Schaefer 
was outplayed by Cochran in the final 
block, the champion scoring 551 points 
while the challenger ran out his final 
300 to the title. 

Cochran staged a courageous uphiil 
battle in the final block showing a com- 
plete reversal of the poor form he had 
shown in the first four blocks. 


Trailing by 447 points when 
Schaefer stepped to the table for 
the last block, the champion clus- 
tered two strings of 97 and 128 in 
his first two innings. The chal- 
lenger matched these two runs with 
clusters of 42 and 161 to hold his 


lead at the end .of the second in- 
ning, 1,403 to 978. 


After three more innings had brought 
the score to 1,478 to 1,001 against him, 
Cochran brought the crowd to a high 
pitch of excitement with a beautiful 
cluster of 196, the best run of the 
match. Schaefer seemed to collapse 
under the strain at this point and got 
only 6 in his next two innings. 

Cochran further decreased the chal- 
lenger’s lead in the same two innings 
with runs of 56 and 51, bringing his 
total to 1,304, against 1,484 for Schaefer, 
who then went out on an unfinished 
run of 16. 

Schaefer’s victory marks the. third 
time he has- won the 182 balk-line 
crown. He held the title in 1921 and 
again in 1925.

Reilly, proprietor of Jack De- 

laney, former light heavyweight 
champion of the world, startled the 
cauliflower market this afternoon with 
the ahnouncement that he had sold his 
gentleman to Mr. Joe Jacobs, former 
proprietor of Mike McTigue, for $50,000 
cash, throwing in a lightweight gentle- 
man named Sammy Vogel for good 
measure, 

The sale was consummated with 
great formality at the offices of the 
prize fight commission, where a 1 ¢ of 
official seals were stamped on the docu- 
ments. Mr.-Jacobs then left to put 
nose-rings on Mr. Delaney and Mr. 
Vogel. 

After the first surprise of the an- 
nouncement had worn off, members of 
the cauliflower trade were inclined to 
suspect that Mr. Reilly and Mr. Jacobs 
were merely doing some business. It 
was suggested that somebody might be 
pressing Mr, Reilly for some-money and 
that he had merely transferred his 
gentlemen to other ownership under 
the impression that they constituted 
attachable chattels. 


Mr. Reilly purchased Delaney 
four years ago for $900 but later 
released him, only to buy him back 
about three years ago from Mr. 


Frank Marlowe, who did not think 
Delaney :was ‘much improved and 
knocked him down for $15,000. 
Since then Delaney has earned 
more than $300,000 gross and Reilly 
has taken a respectable managerial 
share, presumably 33 per cent. 


Only Monday, Mr. Reilly called at 
the New Garden soliciting fights for 
Delaney, who is now on the decline 
after a picturesque career. Therefore 
Mr. Reilly’s decision to retire seems to 
have been quite sudden. 

Mr. Jacobs is the Jewish manager 
who once took McTigue, an Irish Cath- 
olic down to Columbus, Ga., to fight 
Willie Stribling, a native son, and was 
invited to select any two trees in town. 
one for himself and one for McTigue. 

**Trees?”’ Mr. Jacobs said, “why should 
1 wish that I should ‘have trees?” 

“Because,” the committee advised 
him, “if your gentleman should chance 
to beat our native son, we will call for 
you promptly at the ringside, and we 
shall then hang you from your tree 
and Mr. McTigue from‘ his tree.”

Accounting of Dempsey-T unney 
Receipts Sought in High Court 


Cee Dec. 21 (A.P.).—The Rev. 
Elmer Williams today carried his 
fight for a public accounting of 
the $2,000,000 gate receipts of the Tun- 
ney-Dempsey championship match here, 
and a decision on the legality of using 
Soldier Field for private enterprises, to 
the United States Court of Appeals.

EFFORT TO SAVE CREW 


Dispatch Says That Gale Has 


Diminished and That Divers 
Are Going Down Again. 


The court of inquiry on the loss of 
the submarine 8-4 off Provincetown, 
Mass., Saturday, as the result of a col- 
lision with the Coast Guard destroyer 


Paulding, was named yesterday by Sec- 
retary of the Navy W!lbur and will con- 
vene at the Boston Navy Yard January 
4, or as soon as practicable after that 
date. 
The court is composed of Rear Ad- 
miral Richard H. Jackson, its presi- 
dent, who recentl, came to the Navy 
general board here from the West 
Coast, where he commanded the battle 
fleet; Rear Admiral Julian L. Latimer, 
commandant of the Fourth Naval Dis- 
trict, Philadelphia; Capt. Joseph V. 
Ogan, Bureau of Navigation, a subma- 
rine expert, who commanded the divi- 
sion of V-type of submarines. Com- 
mander Leslie: E. Bratton, executive of- 
ficer U..S. S. Antares, train squadron 
1, scouting fleet, will be the judge ad- 
vocate. He formerly was in. the office 
of the judge advocate general, Navy 
Department. 
The court is directed t6 convene at 
Boston and such place as in its opin- 
lon may be necessary for the purpose 
of inquiring into all circumstances coh- 
nected with the loss of the submarine. 
It will make a thorough investiga- 
tion into all circumstances connected 
with the loss, its causes, damages to 


} property, resulting injuries to person- 


nel incidental to it and responsibility. 
It will include in its findings a’ full 
statement of the facts it may deem to 
be established and will further give 
opinion as to whether any offenses 
have been committed or serious blame 
incurred. If such is found, it will spe- 
cifically recommend what further pro- 
ceedings should be had, 

Rear Admiral Philip Andrews, com- 
mandant of the Boston Navy Yard, is 
directed to furnish the court the nec- 
essary clerical assistance to aid the 
judge advocate in recording the pro- 
ceedings. 

The court of inquiry to investigate 
the accident was called by Secretary 
Wilbur, this being decided following a 
conference of Rear Admiral E. H. 
Campbell, judge advocate general of 
the Navy; Admiral H. A. Wiley, com- 
mander in chief of the United States 
fleet, and Admiral C. F. Hughes, chief 
of naval operations, with Admiral R. H. 
Leigh, chief Bureau of Navigation. This 
change in convening authority was de- 
cided because of Admiral Wiley’s im- 
minent departure for the West coast. 

He said no decisions had been made 
as to additional precautionary meas- 
ures to avoid repetition of similar ac- 
cidents and should the court of in- 
quiry evolve any it would present them 
to the department. 

Precepts of the board, he said, would 
be sufficiently broad to cover any 
questions arising. 

Scouting a report that the subma- 
rine 8-19 had been sent out on a sub- 
merged “morale cruise” following the 
accident, he explained it was custom- 
ary for the Navy to proceed with its 
regular duties in spite of accidents. 


Divers Down Again. 


Characterizing the situation as “des- 
perate, to say the least,” as far as res- 
cue of imprisoned sailors in the sunken 
submarine is concerned, Secretary Wil- 
bur said a diver sent down yesterday 
afternoon, at 1:25 o’clock, probably 
would first make an effort to get air 
into the ship through its listening tube. 

Wilbur had been advised at 2:20 
o’clock by Rear Admiral Frank H. 
Brumby, directing the salvage opera- 
tions, that weather having moderated, 
the rescue ship Falcon had taken posi- 
tion and a diver had been sent down.

“The membership of the American 
Legion having served to bring peace 
out of war, realizes more than the av- 
erage citizen the sacrifices which those 
officers and men on board the S-4 have 
made.” 

Naval attaches from the Brazilian, 
Argentine, French and British em- 
bassies called on Secretary Wilbur to 
express the sympathy of their govern- 
ments at the disaster. 


House Members Urge Steps 
To Prevent Naval Losses 


(Associated Press.) 


Already deeply stirred by the pathetic 
plight of the victims of the 8-4 disas- 
ter, the House yesterday received two 
more demands that Congress take steps 
to prevent the loss of the lives of Navy 
men in times of peace, 

Representative Seger (Republican), 
New Jersey, offered a resolution to have 
the House ask the Navy Department 
to advise Congress as to the safety ap- 
pliances with which the S-4 was 
equipped and also whether steps were 
being taken to improve such devices 
for possible future emergencies. 

The resolution, which was referred to 
the naval committee, also asked wheth- 
er the Navy considered it had sufficient 
vessels, pontoons and other equipment 
to cope with such emergencies; if it 
was the practice of the Navy to con- 
duct tests of undersea craft in sea 
lanes employed in commercial traffic 
and how many Navy undersea craft had 
been sunk through collision or disaster 
since 1918. 

Investigation by a special House com- 
mittee of the activities of the Navy, 
with a view of obtaining “ways and 
means for safeguarding the lives of 
the Navy personnel” and of increasing 
the efficiency and comparative strength 
of the Navy, was asked in a resolution 
introduced. by Representative Black 
(Democrat), New York. 

Black said that his request for the 
inguiry was made because the- “Navy 
had recently suffered great losses of 


life and property not due to war” and 


because charges of waste and ineffi- 
ciency had been directed at the Navy 
Department from high naval quarters.

moved the wooden covers from the 
hatch and came up at 7:35 p. m. 


Air Line Work Begun. 


After him Divers R. C. (Tug) Wil- 
son and Joseph Eiben went down to- 
gether to start the work of attaching 
the air line to the listening apparatus. 
This plan involved stripping the rub- 
ber insulation from a small brass tube 
on the submarine. 

After the tube had been cut off, it 
was to be plugged with wood to pre- 
vent too much water creeping through. 
Then one diver was to remove the plug 
while the other pushed on the rubber 
hose over the brass end. Commander 
Elisberg said very little water would 
be admitted during these operations. 
The hitch in this method, the com- 
mander said, arose from the possibility 
that the men in the torpedo room had 
failed to adjust their listening appa- 
ratus. If the check valve inside is 
closed, air can not be forced in. 

For the alternative plan—an air line 
by means of the torpedo room hatch 
cover—the work of two divers for about 
two- hours will be required. A com- 
pressed air drill will be used to bore 
through the hatch, and this hole will 
be plugged until an air line with a 


threaced coupling at the end is ready 
to screw into the opening. 


18 Divers on Falcon. 


Commander Elisberg said he had 
eighteen experienced divers on board 
the Falcon. Seven of these had been 
down at 9:30 o’clock, leaving eleven 
still availabie for service through the 
night. 

“Tug” Wilson was practicing with the 
compressed air drill on deck during 
the evening. preparing for his second 
tour of duty. Officers on the Falcon 
said the work was progressing on the 
theory that the men down below, if 
still alive, were tor weak to tap on 
the hull, but that” the air sent down 
from above might revive them suffi- 
ciently tc enable them to signal. 

Commander Elisberg said - +t if it 
is demonstrated that there is life on 
board the S-4, divers will at on- survey 
the bow of the submarine, whiciu is im- 
bedded d-eply in mud. The work of 
placing chains under the vessel and 
raising it by the bow will be hurried 
along. The officer admitted that the 
likelihood that any of ‘he men were 
alive was very slight, but declared this 
fact must not interfere with rescue 
efforts. 

“If we had had the boats in Provi:._2- 
town harbor we would have had her 
up long ago, but the weather beat us,” 
he said. 


Signals Are Not Answered. 


The divers reported a temperature 
o* 51 ‘legrees at the bottom. Mud con- 
ditions were bad, they said, the ooze 
reaching to their knees. Bird said night 
diving. conditions with the floodlights 
were better than the daylight condi- 
tion. Today the visibility was only 5 
feet ut the bottom while tonight it was 
given as 12 feet. 

As soon as the falcon got into post- 
tion above the S-4 she began oscillator 
signals, but received no resoonse from 
relow. While Bird. was down at the 
wreck the oscillator recorded five taps, 
but it was learned later that the diver 
had made these sounds while attempt- 
ing to signal the men in the torpedc 


room.

FATAL RUN OF §-4 
REENACTED BY $-19 
TO TEST THE CHEW 


Stage of Peril, at Which Other 
Boat Was Rammed, Finds 
Men Fearless. 


—_ 


New London, Conn., Dec. 21 (A.P.).— 
Four officers and 43 men reenacted the 
opening chapter of the tragedy of the 
submarine 8-4 today, when they took 
the ill-fated vessel’s companion ship, 
the 8-19, into Long Island Sound for a 
practice run. 

After running for a time on the sur- 
face, the S-19 submerged as did the S-4 
or its fatal voyage. When the vessel 
returned toward the surface and reached 
the stage at which ‘he S-4 was rammed 
and sent to the bottom by the prow of 
the destroyer Paulding, not a trace of 
emotion appeared on the face of any 
man, and the 8-19 came up safely. 

The announced purpose of the run 
was to test the nerve and courage of the 

crew. Scorcely a man of them had not 
lost a friend in the S-4 disaster. Lieut. 
Alexander Edward, of Newport, R. I., one 
of the four officers, had slipped from 
the teeth of disaster in the waters of 
Mpeg Cod, when the submarine in which 
be took his post today was beached on 
the cape January 13, 1925. 


Men at Their Stations. 


Lieut. Chauncey. Cruther, of Logans- 
port, W. Va., was in command in the 
control room today. The other two 
Officers were Lieut. W. L. Ware, of Se- 
wanee, Tenn., and Lieut. R. H. G. John- 
son, of Lynchburg, Va. 

Each officer and man on duty func- 
tioned as the part of a smooth run- 
ning undersea machine. The atmos- 
phere was slightly stinging with bat- 
tery vapors and blue tinted from burn- 
ing oil inside the great metallic fish, 
deep under the surface. The ship’s 
cook busied himself with the cooking 
of meat and potatoes on an electric 
stove, and the sailors not on watch 
chatted in their bunks and other nooks 
about the vesel, 

When the s-19 got under way, two 
men, in the control room amidships, 
were-stationed at valves which let water 
into the ballast tanks when the ship 
is to descend. One man controlled the 
planes which govern depth, while an- 
other manipulated controls which regu- 
late the angle of the keel. An electri- 
clan was at the main motor controls, 
and another at those which regulate 
the air supply. The commander, ey> 
glued to the periscope, was the only 
officer in that compartment. 

In tk torpedo room, forward in the 
nose of the ship—a chamber similar 
in every respect to steel trap in which 
the S-4 crash left six of its crew—an 
enlisted man stood at the ballast tank 
and one at the torpedoes. These were 
the only two men stationed in this 
compartment. 


Air Becomes Hot. 


The submarine skimmed along. At 
the command to submerge the cook 
went on with his potatoes and meat. 
There was no shouting at the com- 
mand, no clanging of gongs, no haste 

The air was suddenly hot. There was 
no fear, no disquiet. Cdlm_ sailors 
worked quietly, going about their daily 
job. 

Signals for the return were given at 
50 feet. The commander had his eye 
hard to the periscope. This was the 
time of danger, at which the S-4 had 
been wrecked by collision with a ship 
on the surface. Then into the bright 
sunlight rose the submarine... Motors 
ceased throbbing, engines took on the 
load again, hatches were opened and 
cool, crisp air rushed in. 

The S-19 was built earlier and is not 
quite so long as the S-4. But, her men 
said, their duties were much like those 
which the crew of the S-4 were about 
when the crash came.

propriated the funds to provide the 
reserve contemplated. The President has 
been informed that there is in the 
reserve today material valued at only 
$714,000,000, leaving a deficiency of 
$516,000,000. 

The outstanding shortage is in 
ordnance, which aggregates %$400,000,- 
000, and of this amount $%334,000,000 
represents ammunition deficiency and 
$66,000,000 equipment. The shortages 
in aircraft, quartermaster supplies, 
Signal Corps, Engineers Corps, chemi- 
cal warfare service, Coast Artillery and 
other branches aggregate $116,000,000. 
Almost.half the ammunition reserve 
deficiency, or $167,000,000, is in shells 
for the 155-millimeter Howitzers, of 
which there are only 123,000 rounds 
on hand. At the beginning of war 
there would: be need for 5,566,000 
rounds. With production beginning at 
once 2,000 rounds could be turned out 
the first month, but it would take 
eighteen months to put production 

abreast of requirements. 

It would take from five to six months 
to supply current needs of armor-pierc- 
ing cartridges from current produc- 
tion, nine months for .50-caliber balls, 
fourteen months for 75-millimeter gun 
ammunition, 16 months for 75-milli- 
meter gun shrapnel, thirteen months 
for high explosive shells for 3-inch 
antiaircraft guns. 

It would take ten months after the 
outbreak of war to begin production 
of the new 75-millimeter gun, and five 
months later the armies would still 
be 3,000 guns short of their needs. It 
would be eleven months after the be- 
ginning of the wa" before the required 
number of 3-inch. antiaircraft guns 
could be produced. These antiaircraft 
guns, demonstrated last summer, are 
the deadliest foe of airplanes yet de- 
vised. A new automatic fire. control 
system produces an almost unerring 
accuracy in hitting aircraft at great 
altitudes. The bombing plane simply 
‘can not live in the fire from this gun. 
These weapons arc not yet in the hands 
of troops, though some are on the way 
to Panama. 


House Members Appalled. 


A year after the outbreak of war 
the armies would need 2,329 light tanks 
and would have only 1,335. The pro- 
duction of heavy tanks could not be- 
gin until nine months after the be- 
ginning of war. At the end of twelve 
months there would be only 170, com- 
pared with a requirement of 329,

Disguise Is Suspected. 


Los Angeles, Calif., Dec. 21 (A.P.).— 
Possibility that William Edward Hick- 
man, accused slayer of Marian Parker, 
might have used an extensive dis- 
guise to escape his thousands of pur- 
suers and new evidence that his known 
lair possibly was the scene of the 
death of the schoc! girl added new sen- 
sational angles to the man hunt to- 
night. 

The accused “fox” might even have 
bleached his dark, wavy hair in effect- 
ing a disguise, the police tonight be- 
lieved, after it had been determined 
that he had stolen a quantity of hair 
bleach from a drug store he is accused 
of holding un two weeks prior to the 

*naping. 

In addition to this information the 
police also determined tod , that their 
quarry had gone to other lengths to 
disguise himself. He had left his tell- 
tale overcoat with a garage man in pay- 
ment for five gallons of gasoline. He 
left his blue suit in the apartment 
where he is known to have lived at 
the time the Parker child was kidnaped 
and killed. 

Police believe he might even have 
disguised himself as a woman to elude 
his pursuers. For the former Sunday 
school youth, friends told the officers, 
had donned women’s clothing on oc- 
casions and had frequently boasted 
of his ability to impersonate the other 
sex. 


Blood spots in Apartment. 


The new evidence tending tc pin the 
actual murder scene on the apartment 
which Hickman occupied under the 
name of Donald Evans was given by 
Police Chemist Rex Welsh. The chem- 
ist announced that s,ots.in the apart- 
ment positively were blood and that 
the spots were fresh—probably made 
last Saturday. It was Saturday night 
that the kidnaper delivered the dis- 
membered body to Marisn’s father, 
Perry M. Parker, and received $1,500 
ransom money in return. 

Moreover, Welsh and Police Commis- 
sioner Throp discovered that pleces of 
newspapers found in the apartment 
were the missing parts of those found 
wrapped about th> littic girl’s torso 
at the time it was left in a gutter 
by the slayer. 

New hopes, that Hickman would be 
captured in the vicinity of Los Angeles 
were raised today as police picked up 
a trail that indicated the youth had 
not slipped through the cordon drawn 
about the metropolitan area by thous- 
ands of officers. 

Meanwhile evidence was .uncovered 
strengthening the belief of some in- 
vestigators that Hickman had one or 
more accomplices in carrying out the 
abduction and killing of the scheol 
girl. Chief of Detectives Herman Cline, 
however, declared he was convinced that 
Hickman acted alone. 

The finding of a blue Cadillac coupe, 
in which a youth answering the de- 
scription of Hickman was seen early 
yesterday and again last night, fur- 
nished the lead on which police combed 
the city with renewed vigor.

Jack Woods, filling station attend- 
ant, who pursued the car yesterday 
after its occupant had obtained five 
gallons of gasoline and sped away 
without making payment, identified a 
photograph of Hickman. 

The car appeared last night on the 
south side, crashing into another ma- 
chine at Vernon and Main streets. The 
motorist who reported the collision to 
the police said the man in the Cadillac 
resembled pictures of Hickman. The 
name of the motorist was withheld. 
Police said he related that the blue

Catrying Packages to Auto. 


The couple reported seeing Hickman 
and another man carrying packages to 
the stolen Chrysler automobile in which 


the slayer delivered the child’s torso to 
her father, Perry M. Parker, bank offi- 
cial in exchange for $1,500 ransom last 
Saturday night. 

The packages and a suit case were 
taken from Hickman’s quarters about 
two hours before the kidnaper met 
Parker, according to the story. 

Evidence that Marian may have been 
Slain in Hickman’s rooms in the apart- 
ment house was uncovered yesterday 
Parts of her body which were thrown 
out of the car by the collector of the 
ransom money were wrapped in paper 

Accounts disagreed today as to 
whether Hickman was in his rooms 
Sunday when police made a raid on the 
Bellevue Arms Apartments. The land- 
lady, Mrs. Ethel Broderick, insisted 
that Hickman, or Evans, as he was 
known, was present, but this was de- 
nied by the police, who were led to the 
apartment house by an identification 
mark found on a towel left with the 
body of the child. 

After police had determined by a 
check of finger prints that Hickman 
was the kidnaper they returned to the 
apartment house, but found their 
quarry gone. Among the objects dis- 
covered in Hickman’s rooms was a 
necktie which he had worn when pho- 
tographed by the police six months 
ago after being arrested for forgery. 


Her Father Opposed Probation. 


Chief Cline, in holding to the the- 
ory that the youth had no accom- 
plices, reiterated his belief that re- 
venge was the sole motive for the slay- 
ing and that Hickman was actuated 
by his anger against the child’s father 
for opposing probation when the youth, 
a former messenger at the bank of 
which Parker is assistant cashier, was 
tried for forgery. 

Whether Marian was drugged after 
she was kidnaped from school last 
Thursday was a matter of conjecture, 
but three drug clerks identified Hick- 
man’s picture as the likeness of a man 
who had held up their stores and taken 
quantities of anesthetics. In one case 
the robber forced the clerk at the 
point of a gun to tell him how an an- 
esthetic should be used. The fact that 
Marian penned several letters to her 
father appealing to him to pay the 
ransom demanded for her release, how- 
ever, seemed to dispute the theory that 
she was kept under the influence of 
an anesthetic. There was the possi- 
bility, however, that she was rendered 
unconscious before she was slain. 


Sidney Parkas, was detained early this 
morning until the county identification 
bureau opened, when his finger prints 
were compared with those of Hickman. 
He was released when it was proved he 
was not the man sought. 


Guard Placed in Arkansas. 


Tulsa, Okla., Dec. 21 (A.P.).—Acting 
on a report that William Hickman, ac- 
cused slayer of Marian Parker, may be 
seeking refuge. in his former home in 
Hartford, Ark., police today threw a 
guard on the highway east of here after 
three men declared they had seen aman 
answering Hickman’s description. 

A restaurant employe told police the 
suspected slayer may have been the 
man who stopped in his place of busi- 
ness last night and asserted he had 
driven from California in three days 
and nights. The man ordered coffee 
and left without paying for it, declar- 
ing he had no money. 

Two other men reported seeing a man 
resembling photographs of Hickman.

GOURT BARS CITIZENS 
VIEWS ON ANNEXATION 


Judge Declares That. Wit- 
nesses Must Hold to 
Facts in Trial. 


Residents of Arlington County areas, 
now sought by the city of Alexandria, 
will not be allowed to make known in 


court their wishes as to annexation, as 
the result of a ruling yesterday by the 
three circuit judges presiding in the 
proceedings at the Arlington County 
Courthouse, 

Following objection by © Crandal 
Mackey, counsel for Arlington County, 
to Alexandria witnesses expressing 
their personal opinions from the stand, 
the court ruled witnesses must in the 
future confine their testimony to mat- 
ters of fact, omitting all reference to 
their own desires as regards annexa- 
tion. 

The immediate effect of the ruling 
was to block efforts of Alexandria 
counsel to show that trade organiza- 
tions in the city favored annexation. 
They had sought to develop this 
through questioning J. E. W. Timber- 
man, member of the Alexandria city 
council and president of the Alexan- 
dria Chamber of Commerce. 

Asked by Carter Hall, of the Alexan- 
dria counsel, if all residents would be 
denied the right to voice their wishes 
on the question of annexation, Judge 
Don P. Halsey replied they would, ex- 
cept where their testimony involved 
knowledge of relevant. conditions. 
Judge Coleman dissented from this in- 
terpretation, although Judge Brent 
joined in Halsey’s opinion. 

Before adjournment, F. S. McCand- 
lish, associate attorney for Fairfax 
County, told the court Fairfax coun- 
sel did not subscribe to Mackey’s ob- 
jection, and asked that they not be 
bound by ruling which followed it. 
This was acceded to by the court. 

Mayor William H. Smoot, of Alex- 
andria, was placed on the witness stand 
for the first time yesterday. He told 
the court that Alexandria City Coun- 
cilmen have been considering annexa- 
tion for two or three years. Four-Mile 
Run was selected as the forthern 
boundary because this was the limit 
of’ the town when it was known as 
“Hunting Creek Warehouse,” more 
than a century ago, he said. 

When McCandlish, in cross examina- 
tion, sought to elicit testimony from 
Smoot bearing on procedure of the 
Alexandria City Council leading up to 
the suit, in an effort to show their ac- 
tion not representative of residents of 
the city, he was stopped by Judge Hal- 
sey, who ruled the council, as a repre- 
sentative body, was qualified to speak 
for the people.

CHARITY CHEST PLANS 
GIVEN MORE SUPPORT 


Board of Trade Committee 
Indorses Idea After Address 
by John Ihider. 


Added impetus to the movement for 
a community chest for social work in 
Washington was given yesterday when 
the committee on charities and correc- 


tions of the Board of Trade went on 


record favoring the principle of the 
plan, following a talk on the history 
of the idea by John Ihilder, of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce. 


Explaining that the community chest 
was not a proposition to extend tem-~- 
porary relief to those unfortunates 
who had no fair chance in life, but 
to build up the families and individ- 
uals to the level of self-support, Mr. 
Ihlder asserted the movement was in- 
augurated in this country in 1886 when 
Denver took the lead. The movement 
has grown to the point where today 


33 cities have community chests, with 


24,000,000 people contributing for a 
total of ¢57,000,000. 

“The ‘chest’ plan,” said Mr. Ihider, 
“makes us realize that social work is 
a community responsibility and is pre- 
domininantly an effort to prevent mis- 
fits and poverty.” 

Some of the gharacteristics of the 
plan, he said, was that it should be 
adapted to the ways of the cities, and 
that the budget committee was the 
heart of the idea, which has the task 


of not only obtaining necessary funds 


but also distributing them. He claimed 
the community chest produces more 
revenue than the contributions re- 
ceived by individual agencies.

Sacks of Mail to U.S. 


When the Majestic steamed into New 

York yesterday she carried the largest 
amount of mail ever received in any 
port from a single vessel. It was such 
an event in postal history that W. Irv- 
ing Glover, Second Assistant Postmaster 
General, met the boat at the dock and 
superintended the unloading. 
One hundred and sixty-five men, one 
boat and four barges took nearly twelve 
nours to transfer the mail to the post- 
office. A total of 17,661 sacks of mail 
were received, 4,200 of which conta! ed 
letters,
